Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  to  you  the  Annual  Report  of  the 
Health  of  the  Poole  Urban  Sanitary  District  for  the  year  ending 
December  31st,  1893. 

Population. — Assuming  that  the  rate  of  increase  in  the  decade 
1881-1891  still  continues,  I  estimate  that  the  Population  of  the 
District  to  be  16,275  to  the  middle  of  the  year,  and  16,470  to  the  end 
of  the  year. 

Births. — The  number  of  Births  registered  during  the  year  was 
240  males  and  220  females,  making  a  total  of  460.  Hence  the  birth¬ 
rate  was  28  26  per  1000.  There  was  a  decrease  of  6  births  as  com¬ 
pare!  with  1892. 

Deaths. — The  number  of  Deaths  registered  during  the  year  was 
149  males  and  141  females,  making  a  total  of  290.  Hence  the 
death-rate  for  the  year  was  17*81  per  1000.  There  was  a  decrease 
of  39  deaths  as  compared  with  1892.  The  largest  monthly  number 
registered  was  43  in  January. 

The  Infantile  death-rate  wTas  16-5  per  100. 

The  Zymotic  death-rate  was  2-08  per  1000. 


The  various  Districts,  Parishes,  and  Hospitals  were  credited 
with  the  following  number  of  deaths  : —

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In  reviewing  the  Health  History  of  the  Borough  for  the  past 
year,  it  will  be  well,  according  to  ray  usual  custom,  to  follow  the 
foregoing  analysis.  At  the  same  time  it  is  to  he  noticed  that  there 
were  four  Epidemics  more  or  less  prevalent,  viz. : — Whooping  Cough, 
Typhoid  Fever,  Measles  and  Influenza.

Phthisis  caused  twenty-five  deaths,  giving  a  death-rate  of 
1*53  per  1000.  This  number  is  ten  in  excess  of  that  for  1892. 

Bronchitis ,  Pneumonia  and  Pleurisy  caused  forty-two  deaths. 
This  number  is  twenty-one  less  than  that  for  1892. 

Heart  P>isease  caused  eleven  deaths. 

Influenza  caused  five  deaths,  viz.  : —

Injuries  caused  ten  deaths.  Three  of  these  were  cases  of 
drowning  (one  suicidal).  Two  were  cases  of  burns.  One  was 
suicidal  (hanging.)  One  was  homicidal.  Three  were  accidental. 

The  Infectious  Diseases  Notification  Act  came  into  force  on 
March  1st  ;  from  then  to  December  31st  72  cases  of  Infectious 
Disease  were  notified.  76  Medical  Certificates  and  66  Notices  from 
householders  were  received.  The  following  is  an  analysis  of  localities

Scarlet  Fever.  Five  cases  were  certified  in  Parkstone  ;  three 
of  these  had  contracted  the  disease  prior  to  March  1st,  the  fourth 
was  certified  on  July  30th,  and  the  fifth  on  August  24th.  All 
occurred  near  the  Bournemouth  border  ;  the  fourth  and  fifth  con¬ 
tracted  the  disease  in  Bournemouth.  One  case  in  Pile  Court,  Poole, 
was  certified  on  December  11th. 

Diphtheria.  The  three  Poole  cases  were  certified  on  May 
12th,  October  1st  and  18th.  The  two  Parkstone  cases  were  certified 
on  May  21st  and  June  11th.  The  three  Longfleet  cases  were  certified 
on  September  20th,  October  4th,  and  November  24th.  The  Ham¬ 
worthy  case  was  certified  on  November  4th,  the  patient  having 
returned  home  ill  from  Bournemouth  on  the  previous  night. 

Typhoid  Fever.  The  thirteen  Poole  cases  were  certified  on 
March  3rd,  8th,  May  2nd,  June  7th,  9th  and  12th,  July  2nd,  24th  (2), 
August  1st,  4th  and  24th,  and  October  26th.  The  three  Longfleet 
cases  were  certified  on  April  30th,  July  24th,  and  August  12th.  The 
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Poole  cases  were  scattered  ;  two  of  the  Longfleet  cases  wTere  close 
together  in  Sandy  Lane.  One  fatal  case  in  Parkstone  was  not 
certified. 

Erysipelas  was  continuous  throughout  the  whole  year,  the 
cases  being  certified  as  follows  : — 4  in  March,  2  in  April,  3  in  May, 
4  in  June,  1  in  July,  1  in  August,  3  in  September,  11  in  October,  6 
in  November,  and  5  in  December.  I  am  unable  to  assign  any  cause 
for  this  epidemic,  the  sanitary  conditions  of  the  houses  were  the 
disease  occurred  varying,  being  good,  indifferent,  and  bad. 

Puerperal  Fever.  One  Poole  case  was  certified  on  December 

8  th. 

The  proportion  of  notified  disease  to  the  population  was  4-45 
per  1000,  i.e.,  the  Zymotic  sick  date. 

The  Measles  Epidemic,  which  was  so  prevalent  in  Poole  during 
November  and  December,  1892,  extended  to  Parkstone  during  the  ■ 
end  of  December,  1892,  and  January,  1893.  The  School  Attendance 
was  so  affected  that  notices  were  issued  to  close  both  the  National 
and  British  Schools  from  January  9th  to  February  6th. 

Whooping  Gough  was  also  very  prevalent  during  the  first  half 
of  the  year,  many  of  the  cases  being  of  a  severe  type. 

Influenza  w7as  epidemic  during  March  and  April.  It  has  again 
become  epidemic  during  December,  and  has  continued  over  to  1894. 

The  three  latter  Zymotic  Diseases  are  not  notifiable. 

Fever  Hospital.  Nine  patients  were  admitted  during  the 
year  ;  twro  (Nos.  7  and  8)  of  these  were  removed  from  vessels  in  the 
Port.  The  admissions  were  as  follows  : —

The  case  of  Smallpox  was  a  tramp  who  was  admitted  into  the 
tramp  ward  of  the  Poole  Union  Workhouse  on  the  night  of  February 
20th.  On  the  following  morning  I  happened  to  be  going  round  the 
house  as  a  Visiting  Guardian,  when  my  attention  was  called  to  this 
case  by  the  Union  Medical  Officer  (Mr.  W.  Turner),  who  had 
immediately  recognised  the  disease  as  Confluent  Smallpox.  Without 
any  delay  the  man  was  at  once  removed  to  the  Fever  Hospital.  The 
policeman  who  attended  to  the  man  at  the  Police  Station  where  he 
had  applied  for  his  admission  order,  and  the  tramp  ward  attendant 
were  at  once  re-vaccinated,  the  tramp  ward  was  cleansed  and  disin¬ 
fected,  the  bedding  and  the  man’s  clothes  destroyed.  No  second 
case  occurred.  The  man  gave  correctly  the  following  as  his  route  :  — 
Monday,  February  16th  :  Slept  at  Alton  Workhouse.  Friday,  17th  : 
Eruption  came  out;  slept  at  Winchester  Workhouse.  Saturday, 


18th,  slept  at  Southampton  Workhouse.  Sunday,  19th  :  slept  at 
New  Forest  Workhouse  at  Lyndhurst.  Monday,  20th:  applied  for 
admission,  (at  the  Police  Station,)  to  the  Christchurch  Workhouse. 
This  was  refused  by  the  Police,  who  sent  him  on  to  Poole,  a  distance 
of  10  miles,  through  the  pouring  rain.  He  tramped  on  through 
Christchurch,  Pokesdown,  Boscombe,  Bournemouth  (East  and  West), 
Parkstone  and  Longfieet  to  Poole.  He  was  soaked  through  to  the 
skin.  I  communicated  with  the  Chief  Constable  for  Hants,  the 
Medical  Officers  of  Health  for  Alton,  Winchester,  Southampton  and 
the  New  Forest,  all  of  whom,  with  the  exception  of  the  Winchester 
Medical  Officer  of  Health,  replied  to  my  letters.  Fortunately  for 
the  man,  he  fell  into  good  quarters  at  Poole,  of  which  town  he 
proved  to  be  a  native,  and  where  he  had  been  successfully  vaccinated 
in  infancy.  There  does  seem  to  me  to  have  been  a  wrant  of  caution 
displayed  at  Christchurch  in  sending  on  the  man,  who  was  manifestly 
ill,  and  whose  face  was  a  mass  of  eruption,  especially  when  it  was 
well  known  that  smallpox  was  prevalent  in  Southampton  at  the  time. 

Cholera.  Four  notices,  one  being  double,  were  received  from 
Cardiff  and  London,  informing  me  of  the  landing  of  five  persons  who 
had  come  from  Cholera-infected  ports,  and  had  given  Poole  as  their 
destination.  The  double  one  was  a  false  address. 

As  regards  the  Sanitary  Condition  of  the  Borough,  P>r. 
Bulstrcde’s  report  has  been  so  recently  received  and  considered  by 
you,  that  there  can  be  no  necessity  for  my  recapitulating  it.  In  his 
report,  Dr.  Bulstrode  confirms  my  previous  and  oft-repeated  recom¬ 
mendations.  1  will  therefore  content  myself  with  giving  a  short 
account  of  some  of  the  Sanitary  work  done  under  my  directions. 

Slaughter-houses  and  Bake-houses.  These  were  inspected 
half-yearly  by  myself  and  the  Inspector  of  Nuisances.  I  am  pleased 
to  be  able  again  to  report  that  on  the  whole  they  were  satisfactorily 
kept,  even  though  in  five  instances  it  became  necessary  to  serve 
notices  to  have  the  necessary  white-washing  and  cleansing  done. 

Factories  and  Workshops.  These  were  inspected  twice  during 
the  year  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector,  and  found  in  good  condition. 

Premises  Unfit  for  Human  Habitation.  In  five  instances  I 
gave  certificates  condemning  one  or  more  tenements  as  unfit  for 
human  habitation.  The  localities  concerned  were  Drake’s  Alley, 
Stokes'  Alley,  Strand  Street,  Caroline  Bow  and  Back  Waterloo 
Buildings. 

Premises  in  an  Unsanitary  Condition.  Fourteen  special 
instances  were  referred  to  me.  Many  others  were  dealt  with  by  the 
Inspector  of  Nuisances. 

Unsound  Food.  In  one  instance  only  had  1  to  exercise  my 
powers  with  regard  to  unsound  food  ;  on  June  30th,  9  boxes  of 
Bloaters  were  seized  and  destroyed. 

Well  Waters.  Four  specimens  taken  from  Wells  in  the  rural 
parts  of  the  Borough  were  referred  to  me  for  analysis.  Two  from 
Lilliput,  Parkstone,  were  found  to  be  impure,  and  as  the  premises 
were  near  the  Waterworks  the  wells  were  ordered  to  be  closed  and 
the  Water  Company’s  supply  laid  on.  Two  from  Hamworthy  were 
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found  to  be  good  waters,  but  in  one  case  the  iron  supply  pipes  from 
well  to  cottages  were  ordered  to  be  removed  and  fresh  ones  laid 
down. 

Disinfection.  The  disinfection  of  premises  where  cases  of 
infectious  diseases  had  occurred  was  very  effectively  carried  out  by 
the  Inspector  and  his  Assistant. 

The  Seivage  Disposal  Scheme.  The  Local  Government  Board 
Enquiry  with  regard  to  this  subject  was  held  on  April  19th.  This 
enquiry  I  attended. 

The  Infectious  Diseases  Notification  Act  came  into  force  on 
March  1st.  In  every  case  certified  the  Inspector  visits  the  premises 
and  reports  to  me  any  sanitary  defect,  he  also  leaves  a  printed  form 
containing  “  Rules  to  Prevent  the  Spread  of  Infection,”  and 
“  Cautions  as  to  Penalties,  &c.” 

I  have  to  thank  you  for  the  valuable  addition  to  the  Sanitary 
Staff  by  the  appointment  of  Mr.  Richard  Smith,  jun.,  as  Sanitary. 
Inspector.  He  has  thus  far  proved  himself  to  be  a  very  active  and 
useful  officer. 

In  conformity  with  the  requirements  of  the  Local  Government 
Board,  I  have  made  frequent  inspections  of  the  various  parts  of  the 
District.

TO  THE  POOLE  PORT  SANITARY 

AUTHORITY. 

Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  to  you  my  Annual  Report  as 
Port  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  the  year  ending  December  31st, 
1893,  and  in  so  doing  have  much  pleasure  in  being  able  to  give  a 
very  satisfactory  account  of  the  healthy  condition  of  the  Seamen  on 
board  of  the  vessels  which  have  entered  and  left  the  Port  of  Poole 
during  the  year. 

Infectious  Diseases  Notification.—  Three  certificates  were  sent 
in,  notifying  the  occurrence  of  infectious  diseases,  viz  - 

1.  October  12th,  Erysipelas,  S.  Trente  Mouzinc. 

2.  November  13th,  Typhoid  Fever,  8.  Alarm. 

3.  Nov.  28th,  Diphtheria  and  Scarlet  Fever,  S.  Beatrice. 
Nos.  2  and  3  were  removed  to  the  Fever  Hospital  ;  the  latter  was 
certified  as  Diphtheria  and  removed  as  such,  but  on  the  day  following 
his  admission  he  developed  a  typical  scarlet  fever  eruption.  The 
Ship  was  disinfected  and  cleansed  under  the  supervision  of  the 
Sanitary  Inspector. 

Cholera. — A  Medical  survey  of  the  Port  was  made  by  Dr. 
Bulstrode,  Focal  Government  Board  Inspector,  on  May  1st  ;  he  was 
accompanied  by  Mr.  Elford  and  myself.  On  May  2nd,  an  Enquiry 
was  held  by  Mr.  Baldwin  Fleming  and  Dr.  Bulstrode  as  to  the 
enlarging  of  the  area  of  the  Port  so  as  to  include  Studland  Bay. 

The  same  precautions  for  the  prevention  of  the  importation 
of  Cholera  were  made  as  in  1892,  viz  : — A  Quarantine  Station,  the 
Inspection  of  all  Vessels  and  Crews  coming  from  the  Cholera  infected 
littoral,  the  posting  of  Notices  for  Prevention,  the  pumping  out  of 
bilge  water  and  the  emptying  of  water-casks.

On  Friday,  February  17th,  as  your  representative,  I  attended 
the  Conference  of  Port  Sanitary  Authorities,  to  consider  the  subject 
of  Precautions  against  the  expected  Cholera  Visitation,  held  at  the 
Guildhall,  London,  under  the  presidency  of  the  Lord  Mayor.  Resolu¬ 
tions  confirming  those  passed  at  the  Conference  of  Port  Medical 
Officers  of  Health  (held  on  December  17th,  1892)  were  adopted,  and  a 
deputation  appointed  to  wait  on  the  President  of  the  Local  Govern¬ 
ment  Board. 

The  same  Inspection  of  Vessels  by  the  Harbour  Authorities, 
Board  of  Trade  and  Customs’  Officials,  has  been  made  as  in  former 


years. 

191  Inspections  were  made  by  Mr.  E.  Smith, jun., the  Sanitary 
Inspector,  who  reports  that  of  these  Vessels,  116  ( i.e .,  121  British 
and  25  Foreign),  were  classed  as  “  Good  ;  ”  32  {i.e.,  29  British  and 
3  Foreign),  were  classed  as  “Fair;”  13  (i.e.,  11  British  and  2 
Foreign),  were  classed  as  “  Dirty,”  and  required  the  forecastles  to 
be  scrubbed  and  cleansed  ;  these  were  done  in  most  instances 
promptly,  and  without  formal  notices  being  served. 

Two  deaths  w7ere  registered  as  having  occurred  within  the 
Port  of  Poole,  viz  : — -
